DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The examiner acknowledges receipt of request for extension of time, request for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 and amendment filed 06/01/2010. Claims 28, 34 
and 43 are amended. 

2. Claims 28, 29, 33-39 and 41-43 are pending. Claims 33, 36, 38 and 39 are withdrawn 
from consideration. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

3. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 3/1/2010 has been entered. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 28, 29, 34, 35, 37, 41-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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6. Claims 28, 34 and 43 are amended. The amendment states that in formula ID, "Z if 
present is ..." But Z is present at all times in ID so that recitation of the "if implying that "Z" is 
present sometimes and absent at other times makes the claims ambiguous and unclear. 

7. The recitation of "unencapsulated material" in claim 28, "dispersed material" in claim 34 
and "wall-forming material" in claim 43 is unclear. The scope of the "material" in these phrases 
is not defined and as such the boundaries of protection sought is indefinite. 

8. The recitation in claims 28, 34 and 43 that cyclic anhydride is formed between Z and X is 
not clear since it is unclear to the examiner how, for example a quaternary ammonium would 
form a cyclic anhydride with X being hydroxyl, thiol, NHA. 

9. Clarification/explanation is respectfully requested. 

10. No claims is allowed.
